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Canadian Pacific Railway— Mr Sand- 
ford Fleming's Report. 



Wo have beforo ua a copy of Mr 
Sandford Fleming's Ropork on the Ca- 
nadian Pacific Railway Exploratory 
Survey, It forms, together with tbo 
Bnpplomontary reports from heads of 
enrvoyiug parties, a blue-book of 80 
pages, and is accompanied by a map of 
part ofCauada botwoen the Atlantic 
and Pacifio Ooeans, showing tho pro 
jeeted Railway routo, together Mith a 
most Interesting and iiiBtruotivo diagram, 
showing tho comparative profiles of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway and tho 
Union PaoiGo Railway of the United 
States, Tho objeot ot tho Report is to 
give a brief outlino of tho stops wbioh 
have beeu takon to acoompUsh the do« 
sired objoots (i. o., to disoovor the 
moat practicable line for tho proposed 
Railway and obtain information rospect 
ing its gonoral engineering foaturoB) 
and likewise to proaont in a concise form 
the general result of tbo Survey.' Wo 
■will not protmd, in tho Boopo ot a Bin 
glo articlo to preBont an idea of tho ia 
turo and prospoota of tho wide rango 
of country embraced in tho very able 
and exhauativo report beforo us, con- 
touting oursolvos for tho nonco with a 
few running extracts and comments 
moBt likely to interest thoao who bavo 
caBt their lot on the PaoiGo slope. Tho 
leading featuroa of tho country^ says 
tho Report, naturally divide tho survoy 
into three grand divisions; First, From 
Mattawa to Fort Garry, Second. From 
Fort Garry to the Rocky Mountains. 
Third From the Rocky Mountains to 
tho Pacifio Coast. Respecting tho 
first of these grand divisions compara- 
tively little information would appear 
to have been obtained, the country 
having scarcely been poDotrated moro 
than a few miles back of tho River Ot- 
tawa and tho Lakes Huron and Supt 
rior. Along the obain of Lakoa extend 
ing from Fort William to Manitoba tho 
Character ot tho country has, however, 
becomo moro known end better under- 
stood. Whatia known is not favorablo 
to railway conatruction, and it has been 
determined to aeek farther back in tho 
interior for ground freo from those seri- 
ous obstaclea which present themselves 
on or near the coast, The whole 
country along the lino of projected sur- 
veys, embracing an extent of not far 
from ono thousand miles, being densely 
wooded and without a road or trail of 
any description, made the prosecution 
of the work unusually diffioult. An ex- 
pedition was eont to James' Bay. This 
expedition aacondod to the headwaters 
of tho Ottawa, and Northerly by tho 
river Abbitibbo to Moose Factory, re- 
turning by Mcoso River and Miohip- 
icoten River to Lake Superior. Passing 
on to tbe seoond and more pleasing 
division,, tho country west of Fori 
Garry, consisting for the most part, ot 
open prairies, and being characterised, 
ovon up to tho bapc of tho Rocky Meant- 
tains, by physical and engioooringfeat- 
uros remarkable tor their simplicity, pre 
Bents fow obstacles to railway construc- 
tion. It is found, howovor, that, as a 
genoral rule, tho rivers of the plains 
wost of Fort Garry flow in deoply erod- 
ed beds of great width, suggestive of 
bridging on a gigantio scale, With a 
viow to sookiDg a route through the 
contral plains which would avoid as 
far ne possible tbo obstacles alluded to, 
adoublo expedition was organized to 
proceed from Fort Garry to tbo two 
most eligible passes through the Rocky 
Mountains, viz, Howso Pass and the 
Yellow Head Puss. Tho rcault of those 
expeditions ahowa that a comparatively 
favorablo route may bo had by fol- 
lowing a course from a point a little 
north of Fort Garry ,viaDauphin Lake, 
Swap River, tho elbow of the North 
Saskatchewan, Battle River, Beaver 
Luke, thonco via Jasper Honso to tho 
Yellow .Head Pass. Tho South Sas- 
katchewan can be croesed on this lino 
by a bridgo 1,400 foot long. Coming 
to tbo third and, to as, mcst important divi- 
sion Mr. FloroiDg appears to anticipate 
greater pbjsioal and enginooriDg difficult os. 
With regard to tho survey betweeDthe Rooky 
Mountains and the Paoiflo Const, Mr. Flem- 
ing say b that although a great deal »till re- 
mained to be done, material progress bad 
undoubtedly been mude. A very favorablo 
lino had been tound through tho Gold Kungo 
by the Eagle Pans, cxtotiuiog from Little 
Dalles on tho Columbia River to Great Sbq- 
BwapLuke. Tho expedition which left Vic- 
toria on the 20th July to find a modorutdy 
direct lino from Quoanolmout!), through tho 
Cariboo country to Tet.) Jauno Cache, had 
failed in its object. The lowest 
pass disaovered through tho Selkirk range, 
although about one thousand foet lower than 
the mountains adjoining, iareportodto ba at 
enoh an elevation that tho ground tails on 
one side 1,600 feet in five miles, and ou tho 
other 2,300 feT. in about six mile", thus 
proving tho pass impracticable for a railway, 
unless witti a tunnel, at an onormoua coat. 
A favorable pass from tho North Firmer 
Rivor in the neiuhborhood of Teto Juune 
Cucho, to tho North Branch of the Thompson 
Rivor had been found. Aooording to tlio in- 
formation recoived it would admit ot a lino 
being ootui,rucied from Yellow Head Pass 
to Kamloops, with gradea not exceeding 
fifty feet pur mile. Tho lortunato diacovory 
of a practicable lino with grados bo favor- 
ablo, between Kamloops and tho nummit of 
tho Rocky Mountains, viu the North Thomp- 
son and Yellow Head PatH, together with 
inlorrnation reoeivod from the expedition 
which examined tho country ou tho eastern 
tl6po of tho mountains, led to tho nbandou- 
mect of all farther work on tho survey via 
HowsePass. Mr. Fleming fads that tbo 
distance from Kamloops to a common point 
neat Edmonton Ilouao is not greatei bjMbs 
North Thompson and 



all information goes to show that a vory 
much better and lens cstly line oau bo bad 
by tho former than by tho latter route. In 
consequence ot all those considerations, and 
finding that Kamloops could be eaa ; er reach- 
ed from tho eastern elopo of tho Rooky 
Mouctains by the Yellow Head than by the 
Uowin Pbbp, the Government, on tbo 2nd of 
April, adopted Yellow Head Posa os the 
gate to British Colombia from tho east. 
This decision, says Mr. Fleming, has greatly 
simplified the survey, and now the efloita of 
the whole rr.aU in Britiuh Columbia are con- 
centrated on lines leading to one common 
point, viz., Tele Jaune Cache, in about long- 
itude 120* and latitude h3 J . The grand ob. 
jeot now is to Ublish a routo from thegata 
in the Rocky Mount tins to the waters of tbe 
Pacific Ocean, and to tho attainment of this 
object overy eflort is being bent. An oasy 
routa and favorable grade having been ob- 
tained Irom tbe Rocky Mountains to Kam- 
loops, survey?, had been made thenco to 
liarrard Inloi, (except about seventy miles 
on the extremo westorn end), and on this 
section no serious difficulties aro behoved 
to exist. This survey shows that a practi- 
cable line wilb favorable grades may be had, 
although the cott, particularly along the 
canons of tho Lower Frasor will be consider- 
ably abovo an average. Tho Repoit then 
proceeds to say: The Harbor of Esquimau is 
strongly advoouted by some as the point 
wbore the railway should terminate To roach 
Ei-quinialt with oui brook, it willbe necessary 
to bridgo tho Struts of Geurgia in the neigh- 
borhood of VhIiIps Island, where tho channel 
is narrowest, and tho question of bridging can 
only oo settled by carelul surveys now order- 
ed. Assuming that it may bo practicable to 
form a bridgo connection between Vancouver 
Island and the Mainland, tlio pbyiicM forma- 
tion of tho country will reuder it necossary 
to carry tho lino along by lime Inlet, rind 
Mr Fleming deems it itiiportit (, tbereforo, to 
obc iu how Bute 'nlel cc.n bo easiest reach- 
ed from Teto Juune Cache. Un this point 
tho Report says, £01110 hones are ontertained 
that a lino may bo tound from tho North 
Thompson across tho Selkirk Kango to tho 
Quesnel Lakes and theuce via Cjuesnelmouth 
to Bute Inlet (These hopes have sinco bean, 
it ia believed, fully realized in tho disoovery 
mado by Mr Mfthood and long sinco announc- 
ed in our columns.), but should this fail, a 
careful oxaminati . will be mado about fifty 
miles farthor to tho south on a lino projected 
through by Horso Lake and Lake LaHacbe. 
Should nil tbeso explorations prove failures, 
it is confidently beliovod that it will bo unite 
possible to reach Bute Inlet by a practicable 
line Iroui Tote Jauno Cache, going round tho 
Cariboo country ou tho north sido along the 
hanks of tho Fraser River, aud thence across 
the Chilcotin plains. The only Borious ob- 
jection Mr Fleming scoa to thia latter ronte ia 
its length. The gradients, bo think?, can 
scarcely fail to ho favorab'o, on uocount of 
the line following tho river lor over 250 miles 
on a uniform gradual descent. In concluding 
b is report, Mr Fleming regrets that more 
definito information had not boen received 
respooling the section of country in tho rear 
of tho ragged belt along Lake Superior. As» 
suming, however, and enough it ia believed is 
known to warrant the assumption, tha^ all 
ditliculties in this quarter will be obviated, it 
may bo claimed that tho practicability and 
the genoral direction of tho Railway line from 
Ottawa to Fort Garry, thonea acroaa tho 
Rocky Mountaiua to Tote Jauno Cache, has 
approximately been determined, and that from 
tho last-named point at least one line to the 
waters of tho Pacific Ocean haa boan found 
practicable. The remainder of tho Report 
proper is devoted to a comparison of the Ca- 
nadian Pacific Railway routo with that of the 
Union Pacifio of tho United States, from 
which it appears that tbo advantagea of tho 
former over the lattor, both in point of gradU 
nuts and dislanco, aro vory great indeed.

CoRiooa Stwkk.— The Inteit strike in 
Graat Britain that ban attracted poblio at- 
tention has been a Btrike of the aorvant girls 
in Dandeo. It is not a strike for higbor pay, 
for the most ordinary class of maid eorvantt 
receive better pay than is (jiven in Scotland 
for any other description of ar skilled labor, 
• but for privileges. Tbey wished for a ball 
holiday evory wsok, a Ireo Sunday every 
fortnight, QDd that their working hours sbsnld 
be limitod. Fiom six in the morning till ten 
at ui^ht wa,8 the reasonable demand in this 
respect. It was u'tn propisod that some 
crganizitionsliould ba atlccteii, through which 
eervania could learn the dispositions and 
oharaetsr of their mistrtaa previous to engag- 
ing with them. It was urged tb&t as the 
miatresus wero very pait cular in reciuiiiug 
references it would bo only just that they 
should also be compelled to lurnlsh them. 
And it was urjani'tjousy agreed that it the 
mistreaj compelled a sorvont, to wear a flag, 
the miBtreis ought to pay for it. The LondOD 
are taken paper Irom which these facts ex- 
presses itsbeltel that fie last demand is iea- 
Bonahle, st the same liana confessing its entire 
igDorance of the meaning ol the wtrl flag aa 
med in this ina'ance. 

Oregc/n Stbambhip Compan t.— Articles ef 
incorporation ol tie above entitled company 
have been filed in the office ol the County 
Clark at Portland. The company state the 
Saterpriss, pursuit and occupation into pur- 
chase, build, possess and own a line of 
ateamshirs, with all their furniture; to en- 
gage with the same in navigating the waters 
of tbe Pacific ocean t) end from the ports ol 
Portland and Artoria to San Francisco; and 
on the Strait* of Fuca, fie waters of Pus;6t 
Bound and the Gull ol Georgia; also on the 
Columbia river and the VVallamet river; also 
to Sitka, iD Alaska Territory; and to Vic- 
toria, Vancouver Island, Olympia, etc. 
The eleamersjare to transport peaieogers aod 
freight to and from said ports.' Tbe princi- 
pal office ol tbe company is to be situated in 
Portland, Oregon. The amount ol oapital 
Btook it $3,000,000, dividedinto 30,000shares 
at the par value of 8100 per share. The 
duration of the company is to be filiy years. 

Patent Gab Compan r.— The Money Mar- 
kit Rtmxo, of London, April 20th, contiins 
a notice of a new invention which promises 
to open a Dew era in gas manufacture, and of 
wiich an ernineot gas engineer sa>8: 'This 
prooesa must sooner or latar be adopted by 
all existing companies.' The inventor claims 
as its chief advantage, as oomparod with tbe 
gas supplied by all existing companies' that 
it has but six grains maximum ol sulphur 
impurit eB per 100 cubic feo', and gives 11,- 
606 leet of 20 oaodle gas per ton ot ooal, in 
hen oi 9,500 cubic leet ol I4oandle, as given 
by the ordiuary process. In other words, 
an illuminating power of 4G.000 siandard 
aperm candles instead of 20,000, being a net 
gain of light equivalent to 72} per oent. The 
oost of production by tbe pateut piocess 
being sixteen pence, per 1.000 cubic leet as 
compared witb tweutj-ene peuce the cost of 
tbe ordinary process. 

Tub WoitKiMu Pboplh.— Thu strikes of the 
agricultural laborers in the central eountiea of 
England have not yet been adjusted. Tbe 
demand by the Agricultural UniouB is for an 
increase of wages from $3 to $4 a weak. In 
Warwickshire thero buve baeu eiguteoo Dis< 
trict Unions formed, and three hundred 
laborers are on strike. Some of the employ- 
ers have served notices upou tboir "Union" 
tenants tojgive up possession of their cotupes. 
About one hnndred employers have notifiod 
their bands that they will bo discharged unless 
they dissolve thoir connection with the Agri- 
cultural Unions. Many employers are willing 
to pay $3 75 a week, and the important ques- 
tion to be decided by the men is, whether 
the strike shall be porsoverod in, In order to 
obtain tho additional twentj-flro cents. This 
offer, If accepted, it is believed, would only 
r«Balt in a temporary compromise, as the ori. 
final demand was 'or an advance of wages to 
$4 50. _ 

Postal.— Mr. Burr, Postmaster at Olym- 
pi», W.T., arrived hore yesterday and had 
an interview with Mr. Dowa with respoot 
to the overland mail service. We under- 
stand it is probable that mails for Bri- 
tish Colombia, from the Kant wbioh are now 
■act to San Franc sco to await the sailing 
of the Prince Alfred will, during the eumraei 
montba at least, bo translerreJ at Ogden 
and eonveyed thenco in stages to Po-tland 
end Olympia and finally bo brought to Vic- 
toria by the North Pacific twico a eseuk. 

Allen Fbancis' Nkw Steamer. — The 
Pacific Tribune says: The Wro. H. Seward 
is still on the ways In Seattle repairing. She 
will be launehed in a day or two, and next 
Monday go to Port Townsond. Tbero oho 
will receive her cargo, an I Irom that port, in 
about one week sail tor AIorKb. Tho VVm. 
H. Seward is a email screw steamer, sloop 
rigged, bailt lor running along tbe shores and 
among the islands on the coast of Alaska. 

Tin 3uttVHT. — A gentleman is oipoctod on 
the next steamer to take tho position of As- 
sistant Commissary of tho railway surveying 
parties under Mr Wutt. Those who know bow 
arduous tho duties of Mr Watt have, been tor 
the past year will rondily understand how 
necessary tho promised ussistanoo is to that 
gontlomao.

FIRST DAY. 



Tho omeno on Wednosday evoning for a con- 
tinuance of fine weathor were far from favors 
able: but, to the great joy of every one, yog* 
tcrday broko bright und cloar.
